The police are committed to the fair, compassionate and sensitive treatment of victims and wit-
nesses of crime. We will help ensure that victims and witnesses are afforded reasonable protection
and the information to assist them with coping and recovering from the effects of crime.

In accordance with Maryland Constitution, Article 47 (a), Declaration of Rights, every crime vic-
tim or witness should:

* be treated with dignity, courtesy and respect by all criminal justice agencies;

e when required, be protected from harm or threats of harm resulting from their cooperation in

criminal proceedings;

* be informed of the availability of financial assistance, criminal injury compensation and /or

other social services;

* be kept reasonably informed of the case status and the arrest of any suspect;

* receive prompt return of stolen property unless needed for evidentiary requirements for court.

A victim may request that a District Court Commissioner file a criminal charging document
against the alleged abuser. If the commissioner declines to charge the alleged abuser, the victim may
request that the State’s Attorney file a criminal charging document against the alleged abuser. The
victim may file in the District Court or a Circuit Court or, when neither the Office of the Clerk of the
Circuit Court nor the Office of the District Court Clerk is open, may file a petition with a commission-
er; and the victim may obtain a copy of the incident report.

Peace Orders
A peace order is a form of relief available to individuals who are not eligible for a protective order,
but are experiencing problems with another person. A peace order can, among other things:
* Order the offender to stay away from the victim’s home;
e Order the offender to stop the abuse;
* Order counseling.
e There is a $20 filing fee for a peace order and a $30 service fee due to the Sheriff’s office.
These fees can be waived under certain circumstances.
 To file for a peace order, you may appear at the same locations listed above under “Petition
for Protection from Domestic Violence.”
